The name was given to the sons of the "House of France" that looked after 
the "Estate", money, etc., for their father, so the origin of the "PONDER" 
(Le Pondere in France), later became "Pondere" and then in England it became 
"Ponder". 


PONDER, (Definition) Office. "The Ponder" the keeper of the Pond or Pound; 
another form is Pounder. 


It is probable that during the religious upheavals in France when the 
Protestants were forced to flee for their lives that the Ponder went to 
England, Scotland, and Wales and thence to America. 


The first mention we find of a"Ponder" in the records of England is that 
of a William "Le Pondere", co. Camb. 1273 A. and Symon "Pondere" in Hunts ibid. 


The first marriage we find record of is that of JOHN PONDER (co. Essex 
and Elizabeth Wrought), Marriage License in London 1.2] in 1561. 


The second marriage is that of HENRY PONDER and Amy Fischer, in 1589, 
St. James Clerkenwell, 111-14, London 9. 


(References, Allegations for Marriage Licenses issued by the Vicar General 
of the Arch Bishop of Canterbury, edited by Geo. J. Armitage) 


Note---There is little doubt that the American "Ponders" came from the Suffolk 
"Ponders". The intimate relations between the family and the Winthrop's 
of Groton, make it extremely likely that some member of the "Ponder" 
family would emigrate to America in the 17th Century. 


Note---The Suffolk Branch of the "Ponder" family owned land in Waldingfield, 
the Charters and Deeds referring to the property are at Boddian Library, 


Oxford. 


Property at Melford in question in Early Chancery Proceedings, at the 
Record Office, London. 


Among the Wills and Deeds and other things, recorded search would be 
needed to be made for arms, etc. See page 2 for some of them. 
(Miss N. Peacock). | 


Note---The "Suffolk Hearth Returns" for 1674 give several Ponders mostly 
residing in the Hundred of Babergh. 


ROGER PONDER appointed Rector of Groton (Suffolk in 1546 and in 1558 presented 
to the Rectory of Feldham Magn in Essex by John De Vere, Earl of Oxford. ) 
Buried in St. Margaret's Ipswich 1563. 


GARRETT PONDER sailed from the Port of London to Virginia in the "Bonaventure" 
on January 25, 1634. 


THOMAS POUND, POUNT or POUNTER sailed from London in the "Elizabeth" to New 
England on April 29, 1635. 


The two above names will have to be checked with licenses to leave the 
country in the Record Office. As is usually the case with family names, 
there are many variants of the name "Ponder". 


A, HENRY PONDER (PUNDER) owned property in Clerkenwell], London in the 16th 
Century. As the Suffolk Ponders were prosperously engaged in the Woolen 
Cloth trade (Lavenham being one of its centers), there must have been 
constant intercourse with London, and presumedly some of the family 
would have settled there. 


A, Le Ponder in the Hundred Rolls 1272. (Inquisition Post Mortem at Record 
Office to be looked up for details). Peacock, London. 


Hundred Rolls is an English term of land measurement like Counties in 
some States and Parishes in the State of Louisiana. 


ELIZABETH; Widow of Sir John Pounde (died in 1511) held the manor of Wickford 
(Essex). William, her son, and heir, died in 1525, leaving a son and 


heir, Antomy. 


SIMON AND JOHN PONDER, sons of John Ponder of Lavenham, from Patent Roll 4 and 
5. Philip and Mary, held the manor of Groton from Adam Winthrop by a 
settlement made in 1557. Simon was a citizen of London and a Pewterer 
who died in 1557. John of Braintree, Essex, died in 1561. He mentioned 
his brother, Sir Roger, in his will (this is the Roger mentioned above). 
It seems unlikely that he had any claim to a title, it is probably used 
as a translation of Dominus (Peacock). 


MARTHA ROBERTS MARRIES JOHN PONDER OF BRAINTREE, Essex (mentioned in the 
visitation of Essex, 1612, which gives the arms of the Roberts). 


All information above was furnished by Miss N. Peacock, London. 


NATHANIEL PONDER was the publisher of the second edition of the "Pilgram's 
Progress" by Bunyan. This book was published in Wales. (See Preface 
in second edition). Probably published there because of religious 


reasons. 


JOHN PONDER came to America, landing at Annapolis in about 1674, some time later 
than Garrett and Thomas, who came respectively in 1634 and 1635. This John 
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was of the Protestant Episcopal faith and associated with the St. Matthews 
Chapel in Cedar Creek Hundred and St. John, the Baptist in Breadhill Hundred, 
and also St. Peters P. E. Church at Lews. (This is the Delaware Branch of 
the American family.) (See Page 3 ref., the Wilmington Institute Free 
Library.) Traditions tell us that this Ponder had two brothers, one going 
into Delaware from Maryland and the other two going south into Virginia and 
on into North and South Carolina as these states were opened up and lands 
granted. So far as can be learned, the southern branch of the family of 
Ponders have been Protestants, mostly Baptist, which leads us to think that 
it was religious liberty they were searching for even in the long ago, perhaps 
when they left France. We know that in France, when the Huguenots were being 
persecuted that many fled for their lives. 


Note---The present head of the Delaware Branch of the family is James W. Ponder, 
son of the former Governor of Delaware. 


Note---Many of the records in South Carolina were burned during the war of 1865, 
and there is a break in the Southern line of record, though not in numbers, 
as the records of Georgia alone number great numbers in the Civil War 
Records, and other states; Mississippi, Louisiana, Alabama, Arkansas, and 
Texas all had their quota and their descendents today are legion.

Note---We are indebted to members of the Family name in all sections for infor- 
mation in regard to their own family connections and we believe that all 
the facts contained in this narrative are correct. 


Some of the information is tradition, brought down by word of mouth from father 
to son, but it is of interest, so we are placing all this information in this 
record and hope by this to give some idea of the times in which each generation 
lived. 


I. JOHN PONDER, born in England and came to this country, Maryland in 1674; died 
in Queen Anne County, Maryland, in 1703. 


II. JOHN PONDER, born in Queen Anne County, Maryland, removed to Sussex County, 
now in Delaware; died in Milton in 1719. 


III. JOHN PONDER, born March 9, 1704; died July 3, 1787. The Will of this John 
was made and probated in Sussex County in 1786. He declared himself as a 
Yeoman of Broad Kill Hundred. Wife name, Elizabeth Ponder, and names of 
one son James Ponder, and five daughters, Kecia Allee, Levingham Dagman, 
Alse Hand, Elizabeth Hand, and Sarah Milton. A granddaughter is also 
mentioned, Alse Milton. (Records Public Archives Dover, Delaware.) 


IV. JAMES PONDER, born April 11, 1751; died October 17, 1825; married January 21, 
1790; four children (See below) wife Sarah Warren.

Ponders End was probably a fortification of the River Lea 
during the days of the Roman Invasion in the early days, and to 
this day there is a part of London known as PONDERS END in Enfield 
District. The existing records give us the impression that the 
whole of Enfield was named at the time "Doomsday Book" and was 
prepared, for previous to that time there were but a few strong- 
holds built on the River Lea (which runs through Ponders End) and 
. Which were defenses against the Romans, who are presumed to have 
landed at Ponders End, or what is now known as that. These Romans 
were beaten off from the woods which covered the valley, and the 
surrounding land gradually annexed until "Doomsday Book" defined 
the ownership. (Ref. Letter from Enfield Gazette & Observer, London. ) 
It is said that Ponders End first appeared in Speed Atlas of 

England and Wales in 1610. In "Notes Queries" of June 17th, 1865, 
under the head of Local Names the following appears: 

"The other day being in the North of London I was much 

struck with the names of the following places; Balis 

Pond, Ponders End, and Ptter's Bar." (Meyer, Brooks 

& Co., Ltd. by Mgr. Circulation).

Their 
father came to Oglethorp, Ga., County, and then to Jasper, and the sons came 
on to Monroe County. After the death of John, the father, their mother, 
Margaret Cummings Ponder came to Monroe County and died there in 1842. Her 
will is of record in that County. 
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Note---Attention is called to the fact that every family of Ponder carried 
the same names, showing conclusively that all were of the same original 
family, Silas, John, James, John Lewis, Daniel, Amos, Abner and William 
and the names of the women were largely carried down to posterity. 


 Note---In the war of 1812 we find in the "Georgia Records" the names of Amos, 
Andrew, Jesse, John, John L. and John L. 2nd.

No particulars are given of Amos, Andrew, and Jesse at this time. John L. 
Ponder Pvt. in Capt. Robert Owens Co. in Nov. 1813. The 2nd John L. was 
Lieut. 219 Dist. C. of Ga. Militia Aug. 27, 1810. 


Records of civil war will come later. 


A11 the records in Abbeville Co. Cheraw District S. Carolina were 
burned during the Civil War, leaving a break in the records. A few 
marriage records and deeds were not destroyed.

MARGARET PONDER, will of widow of John Ponder is recorded in the Ordinary's

She and her husband lived in S. Carolina, going back there after coming 
to Georgia and establishing homes for their sons. 


John Ponder died in Georgia and Margaret came to Ga. (?) and lived 
and died there in 1842. John was a soldier of the Revolutionary Wars 
and lost an arm when he was 18 years old. The Bible records of his 
son Daniel gives the names of John and Margaret as being his father 
and mother. 


Note---The name Peggy Ann is a "nick-name" for Margaret and we find the name 
Peggy Ann Cummings Lewis among Daniel and Jane Lewis Ponder's children. 


Note---Some of the traditional records and otherwise say that Silas Ponders 
wife was named "Peggy Ann Hurston", the daughter of Capt. Hurston of 
S. Carolina. Others think that she was the mother of John, and if so 
then Silas was no doubt his father instead of Old Daniel of Buffalo Co., 


Va. 


Note---In the Deed Record of Wilkes Co., Ga. we find deed from Martin Deadwilder 
to John Ponder, 1791.

S. Carolina. There are several Ponders in Coweta Co. 


THOMAS PONDER (This is the South Carolina Ponder, we think) married in the 
Amelia Dist. S. Carolina, married Nancy Henson, and came there from 
Va. either the family of the Hensons, and afterwards married Nancy 
and their daughter marrying Wm. L. Stewart, and their descendent is 
now Leland Ponder Epton. They are still living today in Spartenburg 
District in S. Carolina. Other children of Nancy are: Mary Lucinda, 
Elizabeth Makala, Mariah, Missouri, Malinda married John Epton, son 
Berryman. Thomas Ponder had other children besides Nancy. They were 
Irene, Annie and Milton. 


Note---Nancy Ponder, the grandmother of John Epton Ponder was born 1800, died 
about 1855, wife of William Stewart, she was the daughter of Thomas 
Ponder who came to S. Carolina, Greenville County. He was born in Va. 
about 1762 and died about 1837, being about 75 years of age. He married 
Nancy Henson and they had seven children. His wife Nancy Henson was i 
born in 1766 and died in 1842 and was about 76 years old at death. Their 
daughter Nancy who married Wm. Stewart, who was the son of Edward (Neddie) 
Stewart came to S. Carolina from Amelia, Va. had no brothers and was 
nephew of Benjamin Stewart, father of J. E. B. Stewart. Edward married 
Mary Ford, these families settled on the Tyger River near the present 
town of Duncan. The Ford family were of French lineage and were banished 
from that country during some of the various religious wars, settled in 
North London and from there to the colony of Virginia. The children of 
Edward Stewart and Mary Ford, his wife, were: William, Edward, Jack and 
Burrell; daughters were Elizabeth and Mahala. Mahala married Elijah 
Thompson of Spartenburg Co. and children were: Dr. Warren Thompson of 
Atlanta, William, James, Julia and Monetta. 


Note---It is probable that the family of Vardy Hopkins Ponder who came from S. 
Carolina in about 1800, and settled in Lawrence County, Alabama close to 
the Morgan County line, was also a relative of this Thomas Ponder, as his 
son was named Thomas Brockman Ponder, and his, Thomas Brockman's daughter, 
Eva Ponder Dismore lives at Faulkville, Alabama at this time. 


Note---The father of C. M. Ponder was named Thomas also, and he has cousins in 


Pickens County named Thomas, James and Robert. It is also probable that 
they are direct descendents of this Thomas Ponder.

Soldier served in Revolutionary War, pension claim w. 10920, he was too young 
for service at the beginning of the war. He enlisted in May 1761 while living 
in the bounds of Racy River, S. Carolina, serving in Colonel Ander's S. Carolina 
Regiment and was engaged in many expeditions. Length of service twenty-two 
months and twenty four days. Soldier died in February 1802 in Ogelthorpe Co., 
Ga. Married Violet Lucky, both parties from S. Carolina. 
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In 1824, soldier's widow, Violet Ponder, moved from Ga. to Lawrence County, 
Alabama. She died November 5, 1846 in Marion County, Alabama where she had 
moved but a few years before. They had eight children:

That he had 
three brothers (she thinks their names were Amos, James Reubin and Lewis) 
and all served in wars. She further says that her brother Alexander and 
son Jim and her own brother Jesse had a mail route on horseback during 
the perilous days of early Texas History, from Dallas to Shreveport, 
Louisiana. Her father, Abner Bennett, son of Amos has nine children. 


SILAS PONDER married Miss Hurston. This is the father of Daniel, Amos, Silas, 
John Lewis, James (Tradition says that he married a Miss Hurston). Margin 
note says no data to substantuate this tradition. We have only two of 
those men's families carried out, those of John Lewis and James Alexander:

Mr. R. A. Ponder died in 1920, leaving widow, Mr. Dawson Ponder, Bartow 
County, if half brother of R. A. Ponder and believes his Ephraim or son 
of Hezekiah, the son Ephraim. 


Mrs. Mary Futral Farmer is a descendent of the second marriage of Mary 
Ponder Futral, there is also a Charlie Ponder Bartoe and Mrs. E. L. 
Brown of Lyons, Georgia is a relative. 


Hezekiah Ponder, the son of Ephraim lived in Burke County, Georgia before 
going to Jefferson County (marriage records destroyed during Civil War). 


Hezekiah Ponder, the 2nd married Mary Hines, August 14, 1839 

James Hezekiah married May Perkins, October 24, 1872

Burke County, 9th Regiment, Waynesboro and an 
Ephraim Ponder, Burke County, 17th militia, was lieutenant. See Addendum 
Georgia Historical Records. ' 
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PONDERS; James Monroe Ponder, was the head of one family in Forsythe, Georgia 
and his son, C. B. Ponder, of Atlanta, Georgia gave the following 
information: 


There were three distinct families of Ponders in that place, James M. 
and J. L. the head of another family, and W. P. Ponder. 


Note---This W. P. Ponder is probably the son of Daniel Ponder, the son of 
John Ponder and Margaret Cummings, or at least a descendent. 


Note---Tradition tells us that the Ponders were of English descent. 


PONDERS; P.H. Ponder, of Rutledge, Georgia, son of H. Ponder and grandson 
of James Madison Ponder, a Confederate Veteran, and the fr. grandson 
of Harrison Ponder who settled on Morgan County several years before 
the Civil War. James Madison Ponder had several brothers, Major 
George Ponder who lived in Morgan County and had one of the lovely 
old colonial homes and one John who went to Oklahoma or Louisiana, 
and William who also went west to one of the above states. 


Note--- "Buffalo Gap, Va. is near the Maryland line, where the original 
Daniel was in 1750. 


"The Ponders in Great Britan were Puritans, evidently John Bunyan 
(a Puritan) was in Cromwell's army and after the Restoration of Charles 
II, Cromwell's bones were dug up. Bunyan was put in Bedford jail as 
a non-conformist where he remained 12 years, and while confined 
wrote his wonderful book "Pilgrim's Progress" which was not pub- 
lished in England, but in Wales, and Nathaniel Ponder was the pub- 
lisher of the second book of that work; that came to me in the in- 
troductory of the Volumn of that book I had a long time ago. So that 
Ponder was in Wales, as Bunyan's book could not be published in England 
because of the Catholic king, Charles II. Those of the followers 
of Cromwell who were not apprehended and executed had to flee the 
country, and the liberty loving non-conformist in large numbers 
left Great Britan and came to America. Those who came from the 
mountains of England, Scotland, and Wales settled in the mountains of 
Virginia and from there the progency went North and South and 
West. They fought the King before coming here and fought him after 
coming to America. The battles of King's Mountain and Cowpens were 
two notable victories of the descendents of those who had come here 
in search of Religious and Civil Liberty. 


"In the Winning of the West" by Roosevelt, he gives an account 
of the immigration of this country. 


Note---Information from Silas Daniel Ponder, Many, Louisiana, a direct 
descendent through his father William Amos Ponder, Forsyth, Ga., 
and his grand father Silas Ponder, the son of John Ponder and 
Margaret Cummings Ponder, (Mr. Ponder's father was the only son of 
this Silas Ponder, with three sisters, so this line is complete, his 
brother William Amos and his family and his own family live in 
Louisiana.) 


JEHU PONDER, married Elizabeth Piersos. Born, (probably) lived and married 
in South Carolina, moved to Georgia where most of his children were 
born. He then moved about 1849 or 1850, together, with his family to 
Clay County, Alabama and then in 1867 to Winston County, Alabama, where 
Jehu died in 1868. Elizabeth moved back to Clay County with her son 
William Jehu (married then (2nd time) to Jeannette Garrett) where she 
died in 1871 at the home of William Jehu, her son. 


WILLIAM JEHU PONDER, married first Malinda Dover (1848). Were married before 
leaving Georgia, (Malinda was the daughter of a Baptist Minister) and 
they had one son, Juhn Jehu Leander, who married in the year 1872 Eliza 
Jane Hogan of Mississippi.

John and Margaret Cummings Ponder were the parents of the five sons, Amos, 
Daniel, John Lewis, James and Silas. They had three daughters, Malinda, Mary 
Anne and Jemima. 

John was the son of Daniel and Jemima Ponder of Buffalo Gap (near Staunton) 
Augusta County, Virginia. Daniel was a soldier of the Revolution. You will find 
his war record in the records I am enclosing. The date 1767, I believe to be a 
typographical error. I think it should be 1777. 

I will be glad to answer any questions you may wish to ask (if I can).

I will first say to you that I was nothing more that a mere child 8 years 
old when my father Amos L. Ponder emigrated from Georgia to Louisiana and 
return your letter over to my father to reply to yours of April 10th. His is 
better prepared to give you a better understanding to your desired enquiry 
than myself. 

I have but a small recollection of any occurencies back in old Georgia, 
being so young and small when my folks emigrated to this state. 

I would be delighted to correspond with you at anytime and often if 
agreeable to yourself.

In answer to my Sons letter he received from you, I will say Yes, I'm 
confident and sure that yourself and myself are close near kin. Yes, my 
grandfather was a native of Scotland and my grandmother Ponder was a native 
of Ireland and did their principal love making in North Carolina and yes, 
my grandfather was in the Revolution War. Yes, my grandfather Ponder had 
only five sons, namely; James, the eldest son, the 2nd, Amos - the 3rd, 

John Louis - the 4th, Daniel - the 5th son was Silas. There were only two 
sisters to the above brothers, Jemima the eldest. She married Robert Mitchell. 
The 2nd one name Liddy Ann. She married Thomas Gilden. 

Now I will add and say, John Louis Ponder was my father. Married 
Marium Clay and your grandfather Ponder married a Miss Betsy Sharp. And 
unto James Ponder these were born, namely - William, Andre Jackson Harrison, 
Daniel, Levi, Jordan and Bedford D. Ponder. 

The above brothers and sons of old uncle Jimmie Ponder only had three 
sisters, their names were, Elisas was the eldest one of three sisters and 
2nd was Nancy, the 3rd, Martha "Peggy". Now I will add and say that William 
and Harrison and Daniel died in Monroe County, Georgia before Uncle Jimmie 
emigrated to Alabama.
